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Sir: 



This is in response to the Official Action of March 16, 2005, in connection with 
the above identified application. 

The Official Action is a restriction requirement in which it is urged that there are 
two separate and distinct inventions claimed in this application. Applicants elect the 
Group I invention which includes claims 1-17. 

In addition, Applicant is required to make an election of a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits. Currently, claims 1,3-12 and 1 5-23 are indicated 
to be generic. Applicant elects the Specie I, Figure 4 which is readable on claims 1 and 
3-17. This election is made with traverse in view of the following comments. 

Claim 1 reads on both figures 4 and 5. In figure 5, the universal heat spreader 
38 is in the form of a cap (claim 2), and the universal heat spreader 38 connects to the 
carrier 31 . And, in figure 4, the universal heat spreader 35 is a flat shape (on page 5, 
lines 14-15). The stiffener ring 39 also connects to the carrier 31 . The universal heat 
spreader 35 and the stiffener ring 39 combine to become a cap-like form. Figures 4 and 
5 share the carrier, the semiconductor chip, the conductive devices, the heat 
transmission pin, the heat transmission adhesive, the filler, the conductive devices and 
the solder tfcplls, differing only in the universal heat spreader and the stiffener ring. 
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Accordingly, it is believed that both Groups I and II do relate to a single general 
inventive concept and withdrawal of the restriction is most respectfully requested. 

In view of the election of the Group I invention and Specie I, with traverse, an 
early and favorable action on the merits is now believed to be in order and is most 
respectfully requested. 
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
